8. Discussion : General Bolling ''presented a structural chart 
showing the various intelligence organizations located in Berlin and 
a map which showed the possible dangers of duplication from uncoordin- 
ated efforts in this area. His plea was that some coordinating device

agencies. He noted the fact that in the field of clandestine col- 
lection the DC I does not have authority to tell other agencies what 
to do. He stated, however, that by virtue of the statute and NSCID 5, 
it would be groper for him to request other agencies to cease and 
desist what they are doing in the field of clandestine activities. 
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10. General Sanford concurred in General Smith's proposal. He 
felt certain thkt if the cobh^inaticin attempted here we re carried on 
in the right spirit there would he positive rather than negative 
results. He emphasized that too precise an instruction to the various 
agencies in Berlin would tend to make them feel that there was no 
freedom for independent movement. 
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
